Is there any way 
we can take the paint off the 
shingles without ruining the 
original finish?

A. Experiment: Mix a small 


amount of strong cleanser 
containing trisodium p h o s- 
phate (TSP) in the proportion 
of 3 pounds to the gallon of 
hot water. Wipe this on a 
c o u p l e of 
inconspicuous 


shingles. Rinse off as soon as 
the paint begins to soften 
enough to be wiped off. If the 
finish underneath is not affec- 
ted, you can continue 
with 


this method. It's slow work, 
though.

retired in March 1968 after 
eight years as U S. ambas- 
sador to Great Britain—the 
longest anyone has held that 
post

He entered public 
life in 1924 when he 
was 


elected to the Maryland House 
of Delegates. 


He joined the Foreign Serv- 


ice as a vice consul in 1926. 
was posted to Italy and there 
c o m plained personally to 
Mussolini about his baggage 
not being delivered. When he 
got home from the interview, 
the bags were there.

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Surveying the Drug Scene 


Enforcement of state laws against 


the sale and use of drugs is almost non- 
existent in the Fox Cities area. That is 
the conclusion anyone is bound to arrive 
at from reading two recent series of 
articles in The Post-Crescent concerning 
the drug traffic in the area and the at- 
tempt of law enforcement agencies to 
deal with that traffic. 


The situation was spotlighted at the 


rockfest held near lola last weekend 
where drugs of all descriptions were 
peddled out of trucks and bushel 
baskets. 


The Appleton Mayor and City Council 


have solemnly declared in august 
resolutions that there is a serious drug 
problem in the city. But beyond the 
effort to type and sign the statements no 
effort is emanating from city hall to do 
anything about the situation. 


There is a basic question involved, 


however, 
as to how effective 
en- 


forcement of existing drug laws could be 
even with a major effort. The present 
situation regarding drugs is quite 
comparable to the Prohibition era when 
a national law forbidding the sale or use 
of alcoholic beverages started this 
country on a drinking spree which is 
beginning to ebb only 40 years after 
repeal. 


Strict enforcement of the laws 


against the use of drugs would require 
huge additions to our police forces and 
the building of many more jails and 
prisons and even then we wonder if any 
law which attempts to dictate personal 
moral decisions for individuals can ever 
be effective. 


At the moment we seem to be tending 


toward a public attitude that while there 
is not much use prosecuting the drug 
user, we should press enforcement ef- 
forts against those who sell or push 
drugs. And in the latter effort it is dif- 
ficult to distinguish between a peddler 
who pushes marijuana and one who sells 
the hard stuff because generally a 
pusher will handle any kind that sells. 


A vigorous enforcement effort 


against pushers at the least would salve 
the community conscience. It appears 
that the Appleton area is now one of the 
major drug outlets in the state. 


But such an effort would require 


totally new thinking from both the 
county board and the city council. It 
would require reorganization of the 
detective division of the city police 
department. And it would require a 
special drug squad at the county level 
whether it was under the jurisdiction of 
the sheriff or the district attorney. 


It may be true that a major en- 


forcement effort against drug sellers 
produces a temporary result, the drying 
up 
of the 
local 
supply 
and 
a 


corresponding hike in drug prices. And 
to some extent this may only encourage 
more pushers to enter the field. But at 
least drugs might be priced out of the 
reach of many younger people. 


And we should make such an in- 


tensive enforcement effort now, if only 
to see how effective it can be made. In 
the long run, however, a total new 
national, state and local approach is 
going to be required on the drug scene, 
an approach that recognizes the new 
attitude toward drugs held by more and 
more of our young people.

Confusion Over Cambodia Continues 


Ever since the outbreak of opposition 


to our move into Cambodia, members of 
the Nixon Administration have been 
making 
increasingly 
confusing 


statements. 


First -was President Nixon's hasty 


assurance that this was a short-term 
engagement and that all American 
combat troops would be out by the end of 
June and presumably all South Viet- 
namese troops too since we would no 
longer supply air and logistical backing.. 


But, oops, the President hadn't 


checked all his information routes. The 
South Vietnamese, naturally, are not 
under our jurisdiction although we pay 
their expenses and then it appeared they 
might continue to get our help from the 
air. Secretary of Defense Melvin Laird 
has most recently re-affirmed this stand 
and said that American air strikes, well 
beyond that 21 mile limit originally set 
for the expansion of American troops, 
would keep on. 


However, the purpose is still vague. 


Secretary of State William Rogers, who

said the air strikes would continue and 
conceded this might give some sort of 
indirect support to the Lon Nol regime. 
This must be the understatement of the 
month. 


Meanwhile the Communists continue 


to hit and run. More and more it appears 
that our decision to move into Cambodia, 
combined with the decision to get out as 
fast as we could, has guarranteed the 
overwhelming or at the very least the 
extension of a long-term war to that 
country. Maybe it would have happened 
anyway. But maybe a limited war 
fought by the most powerful nation in the 
world is in itself impossible. 


Some day the toll of the dead and the 


miserable in Cambodia and Vietnam 
will be toted up. Despite what may have 
been our original good intentions we are 
contributing mightily to both.

Federal Sharing Suggested 
Revenue sharing should 


receive strong support from 
Wisconsin residents because 
for about the first time in 
history this state would 
receive more in benefits than 
'its taxpayers are required to 
pay the federal government to 
support the program. Also the 
money would not be ear- 
marked for special programs, 
so Wisconsin's elected state 
and local officials could 
establish the priorities on how 
it should be used. 


But the burden of the

It 
specialized in

In exchange for this mono- 


poly, the LS&T had agreed to 
haul commuters 
from 
the 


suburbs into the cities of 
Larchmont, Saginaw and Tall- 
ahassee. While this was not a 
lucrative business, it was the 
price LS&T had to pay for 
using government rights of 
way. 


Another Business 


Some time back, an execu- 


tive of LS&T suggested that 
the railroad get into another 
business just in case the day 
might 
come 
when nobody 


wanted coals in New Castle. 


"What business?" the chair- 


man of the board asked. 


"Why don't we buy a choco- 


late cake mix company? It 
certainly complements t h e 
railroad business." 


So LS&T took the profits 


from their railroad and, in- 
stead of investing in new 
equipment, bought a chocolate 
cake mix factory. 


This was followed by the 


purchase of a latex bra com- 
pany, which was followed by 
the takeover of a malpractice 
insurance company. 


Every d o l l a r the LS&T 


made from its railroading was 
.poured into a new business 
venture.

were a detachment of the U.S. 
Legation Guard in Peking. 
China, during turbulent times 
of the 1920s and 1930s. 


To solve the problem of 


patroling 15.000 acres of land 
too tough for motor vehicles, 
the Marines put fighting men 
back on horseback Wednes- 
day. 


"We tried out motorcycles, 


dune buggies and four-wheel- 
drive vehicles," said Capt.

'"But the horse can still go 


where wheels can't." 


The brushy hillsides once 


was cavalry country. About 


6,000 horses were stabled at 
Miramar, then called Camp 
Kearny. in 1918.
